- Requirements for Rookie /Trainee program: 

Must have a valid High School diploma or GED in the State of Georgia; must also possess and 

maintain a valid Georgia driver's license. Applicant must be 18 years of age or older.

NOTE: Personnel selected for service must be able to successfully complete a Firefighter I class 

within one year from start date. Once Rookie/Trainee successfully completes his/her recruit class 

the individual will have one year to complete the First Responder Certification and HAZMAT Core 

class.  All classes, equipment and Workmen’s Compensation will be provided by Whitfield County 

Fire Department free of cost.  At the conclusion of the training, volunteers are eligible to become 

a certified State of Georgia Firefighter.   
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
